Bacon, However, Will Vote for the 
Ratification of the Treaty—Fight 
Over Treaty Now Goes to 
the Senate in Execu- 
tive Session.

Washington, February 8.—(Special.)— 
While Senator Bacon will vote for the 
ratification of the Panama cannal! treaty, 
he voted in the committee on foreign re- 
lations today against the report of the 
treaty at tais time. He explained in do- 
ing so that his vote was not inspired at 
all by opposition to ratification, but that 
he felt the efforts of Senator Morgan to 
amend the document should be exercised 
in the committee rather than in the ex- 
ecutive tne senate. Other 
members of the committee took the posti- 
tion that Senator Morgan might as well 
be cut short in committee and take up, 
his contest for amendment in the senate, 
and they voted to report the treaty at 
once without giving him tne opportunity 
to go fully into his objections. 

Senator Bacon did not consider this 
the proper course because the treaty was 
sent @o the committee in order that it 
should be carefully considered and that 
ali objections to it should be passed upon. 
Senator Bacon tninks that some of Sena- 
tor Morgan’s amendments would greatly 
strengthen the treaty, but he is willing to 
accept it as it stands rather than fight 
to amend it, because amendment wouid 
undoubtedly mean considerable delay in

ratification and In the construction of the | 


canal. 

The agreement to report the treaty was 
reached after ftaree or four sittings, de- 
voted in the main to hearing Senator 
Morgan’s objections to the documents in 
the present shape. 

He had not concluded when the vote to 
report was taken today, but he an- 
nounced that ‘ne would be willing to 
transfer the discussion to the floor of the 
Benate. 

This was in accordance with a sugges- 
tion made by Senator Cullom, who told 
dissenting senator that he nad satisfied 
himself that the committee was prepared 
to report the treaty’ to the senate with- 
out amendment and that owing to the 
pressure of other business the members 
here were anxious that the committce 
discussion should come to an end. He 
added the supposition that Mr. Médrgan 
would desire to present his amendments 
to the senate and suggested that there 
was no necessity for discussion of tae 
same points both in the commttee rooin 
and the senate chamber. Senator Mor- 
gan assented to this proposition and said 
he would not feel offended in the least 
if tne treaty should be reported.- 

A vote on the resolution was then taken 
and carried by a large majority. Only 
two senators, Morgan and Bacon, voted 
against it. 

The committee will recommend _§ the 
ratification of the treaty without amend- 
ment. Senator Cullom says he has 
formed no plans for calling it up in the 
senate. The general opinion of tae mem- 
bers is that Senator Morgan will con- 
tinue his opposition on the floor of the 
senate and that several long sesions will 
be necessary to secure a vote. 

Secretary Hay has transmitted to the 
senate a report made by James O. Jones 
on the subject of earthquakes along the 
line of tae Nicaragua canal route. Mr. 
Jones made a tour of the route last 
autumn as a special agent of the state 
department, to investigate the reports of 
the seismic disturbances. He says he 
found no evidence of any such pnenom- 
ena that. in any way could disturb the 
canal if constructed. 

The Panama cana! treaty was reported 
to the senate in executive session today 
by Chairman Cullom, chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations. He did 
not make an effort to secure consideration 
of the treaty, but stated that the com- 
mittee had agreed to report it unamend- 
ed. Senator Morgan offered in the sen- 
ate the amendments to the treaty which 
he had offered in committee. They were 
ordered printed without being read.

Bubonic Plague Scares Slayden. 

Representative Slayden, of Texas, ie 
anxious to have the United States to 
lend its aid toward the suppression of 
the bubonic plague which is prevalent 
on the coast cf Mexico, and to that end 
has introduced a bill carrying an appro- 
priation of $0,000. This money is to be 
placed at the disposal of the president 
to aid the Mexican authorities in their 
efforts to stamp out the plague and to 
prevent its spread to the United States. 
The bill also authorizes the president to 
send three medical officers of the navy 
to the scene and report upon the ‘condi- 
tions prevailing there. Mr. Slayden does 
not criticise nor question the sincerity 
of the efforts of.the Mexican authori- 
ties to stamp out the disease, but he is 
anxious.that this government take a 
hand before the dreaded disease gets hold 
upon American territory. He believes 
this would be a graceful act on the part 
of the United States government, espe- 
cially in view of the fact that the 
Mexican government was the only one 
to make an appropriation for the benefit 
of the Galveston sufferers.

W. A. Pledger on Hayes’ Speech. 

Editor Constitution: I have lived in 
Georgia all my life, being born ‘sere 
more than fifty years ago, and my neigh- 
bors, and even The Atlanta Constitution, 
can attest that mine has been as a 
rule a life of conservatism. By pen and 
speech I have always preached good will, 
loving kindness and peace between the 
races, If I should live another ‘alt 
century my life shall be devoted to the 
solution of the problem presented in con- 
sequence of the negro and white races 
living together here in the southliand. 
It takes tae conservative leaders of both 
races to accomplish good. I notice in 
your issue of Saturday last that you In 
glowing headlines let the country believe 
that I presided at a meeting for the en- 
couragement of incendiarism. You 
should appreciate the fact that as pres)- 
dent of the Afro-American Council it was 
my business to preside. I had no more 
control over tae expressions of James 
Hayes, one of the speakers, than the 
president of the senate, Mr. Frye, has 
over the ebullitions of ‘Senator Tillman. 
The speech of Hayes has been gar- 
bled. The speech in its entirety does not 
reveal wnat is accredited to ,him. He 
did say that, “I gam not an anarchist. I 
do not believe in killing anybody; yet, if 
necessary, stand by your rights, and be 
killed for standing up. 

“But the oppressing, shooting, murder- 
ing, burning, lynching, Jim Crowing and 
disfranchising of the negro will sooner 
or later raise a race of Wat Turners, and 
the sword and torch will devastate the 
souta.”’

this was strong 
language I weuld not have used. 1 
long to the older’ generation and 
Hayes to the younger generation. But Is 
it not well to get the sentiment of these 
younger people and See where we are 
“at,” and knowing let us older people of 
both races correct the errors that exist 
that our posterity will not nave to do the 
work that we should have done? As for 
myself, I am willing to do my part. 

The two races are so distant of late 
days, that the white race does not know 
what a negro is thinking about. The 
negro and the white man in the south do 
not converse with one another about 
anytaing save the little matter of daily 
labor. There are plenty of negroes who 
go along the streets every day with 
hatred in their breasts because they 
taink our white neighbors want to reduce 
them to a state of servitude. Tney say 
nothing, but nevertheless they have this 
feeling. The condition of the negro 1s 
regarded by negroes as worse than it was 
fifteen years ago. Fifteen years ago there 
was an amity existing between the races 
taat dees not exist now. 

We did not then have the Jim Crow 
car system that we have now, that com- 
pels negroes’ wives and daughters to 
ride; on some roads, on cars not much 
better than stock cars. Fifteen years ago 
negroes in Georgia even helped the de- 
mocracy defeat popuusts, but new we 
fave white primaries; fifteen years ago 
white men and wack men met upon the 


tle service to the state as a convict, hav- 
ing lost one of his legs at the battle of 
Sharpsburg while serving as a confed- 
erate soldier,

Our in- 
terests are identical What hurts one 
hurts the otner. Let us take care of the 
problem now. Let us not leave it to pos- 
terity. Tne negro ten years from now 
will number nearly 15,000,000. 

While, as I have said, I would not 
make the speech Hayes made, yet he has 
put me to thnking taat sober minded 
men must take up where he left 
off. If there are ten millions of dissatis- 
fied citizens, we must see after it. We 
must find out why they are dissatisfied. 
There is nothing else to do. Educated 
citizens think for themselves. If they 
feel that they are being humiliated and 
kept down, you must expect to find taem 
in a state of unrest, and in a republic 
like ours it will not do. It will last for 
awhile, but eventually these dissatisfied 
people will, by petition or otherwise, ex- 
hibit their grievances. I want to gay to 
our white friends, do not strike down 
your influential conservative colored 
leaders. They are needed everywhere. [| 
beg that we get back to the old land- 
marks, where we can have heart to 
heart talks, Ww.

Important Decision Rendered By 
Federal Judge Lurton 


Negroes Who Claimed That They 
Were Prevented from Voting in 
a Kentucky Election Are 
Thrown Out of the 
Court. 


Cincinnati, February 3.—The opening of 
the February term of the United States 
circuit court of appeals this morning 
was made notable from the fact that it 
is the last at which Judge W. R. Day 
will sit. 

Among a number of. decisions handed 
down in important cases was that in 
the appeal of L. Karem. He, with others, 
was convicted of violating the fifteenth 
amendment of the United States consti- 
tution, the charge being that they tried 
to prevent a 
ored men from voting. 

Judge Lurton. in delivering the opinion, 
held that the fifteenth amendment ap- 
Plied only to election for federal officers, 
and to the Possible agtion of states in 
abridging the rights of colored people, 
and could not be extended to individuals 
at a state election, such as was the one 
in question. He also held that there was 
no United States Statute under which 
Karem could be punished, and it was or- 
dered that the court’ below sustain the 


demurrer to the indictment and discharge 
the defendant.

Civil War Is Brewing, and the United 
States Sends War Ships To Pro- 
tect the Interests of the 


American Citizens 
There. 


Washington, February 3.—Disturbed 
conditions in Honduras, growing out of 
the recent presidential elections in that 
territory have caused certain American 
commercial interests to appeal] to the 
government here for protection from an- 
ticipated damages to their properties. 
Bonilla, who was elected to the presi- 
dency of the country, has taken refuge 
in Amalapala island, where he its or- 
ganizing a force to displace the incum- 
bent of the president who refuses to 
surrender the reins of power. The tur- 
moil resulting in trouble is reported 
from that country. The navy department, 
upon notice from the state department is 
about to dispatch the Boston or perhaps 
‘he New York from San Francisco down 
the west coast of Amalapala. 

The purpose of the movement is dis- 
closed in the following order from <Act- 
ing Secretary Darling to Admiral Casey, 
fated today: 

“Confirming the department’s telegram 
of this date, you will please proceed with 
the vessels of your squadron to Amap- 
ala. Honduras, The department is in- 
formed that 1 revolution has broken out 
In Honduras, and you will confer with 
the United States minister to Honduras 
and the United States consul at Amap- 
ala, in reference to the protection of 
American interests in Honduras. 

“The department desires that you shall 
keep the vessels of your squadron to- 
gether, and it is the intention of the 
department, whenever practicable, to 
have the vessels of the squadron “cruise 
in company. After sailing from San 
Francisco _should you find that the 
Ranger is unable to keep with the oth- 
er vessels of the squadron, you will di- 
rect her to follow the squadron to 
Amanpala, making the speed that it is 
practicable for her to make.’ 

Ballot Frauds Cause Trouble. 

New Orleans, February 3.—President Tr- 
ving, of the United Fruit Company’s 
steamer Breakwater, direct from Puerto 
Cortez, reports that Americans are flee- 
Ing from Spanish Honduras in expectan- 
cy of a revolution which is brewing in 
that republic for the past two months on 
account of the refusal of President Sierra, 
the incumbent, to surrender the 
presidential seat to Senor Bonilla, who, 
the report says, has been officially elected 
the successor of Senor Sierra. 

President-elect Bonilla was expected to 
be inaugurated last Sunday, but the 
Breakwater left Puerto Cortez too soon 
to see the expected declaration of hostil- 
ities. President Sierra has been Hondu- 
ras chief executive for the past few 
Venrs, but Yast fall arr’ election for presi- 
dent was held. Among the candidates 
were President Sierra, Senor Bonilla and 
Dr. Soto. Several days were required to 
get up the official count which showed 
that Senor Bonilla had received 45,000 
votes according to his version, President 
Bierra and Dr. Soto contested the election 
and asserted that fraud had been used 
In the supposed election of Senor Bonilla. 
The allegation was made that there are 
but 60,900 voters in the entire republic 
and that it was impossible for any candl- 
date to poll the total Senor Bonilla 
claimed. Sierra contends that he is pres- 
ident while Bonilla says he is the official 
head of the republic. Sierra represents the 
conservatives and Bonilla the liberals. 
Both have a big following and propose 
Geclaring war if one or the other is not 
@eated. The conservatives are making 
secret preparations for the fight. Bonilla 
also has been active and is fully pre- 
pared to put up a hard struggle with 
troops under President Sierra.

THE POLICE DO THEIR BEST 


One Policeman Has To Look After 
Eight Miles of Streets at 
Night. 


“There are about 240 miles of streets in 
the city,’ stated Chief Ball last night, 
while discussing a highway robbery of 
the ‘night before, ‘and we have on the 
evening watch just exactly fifty-two mefi. 
That makes only one man to every four 
and one-half miles. But it must also be 
taken into consideratieén that two-thirds 
of the men have to be placed on duty in 
the business portions of the city. In the 
outskirts we cannot have more than one 
man to about every 8 miles of streets. The 
men in the residence portions are on 
wheels, and cover this large territory as 
Well as possible. Now, I want to say once 
fiftieth time 
during the past twelve months, that the 
women can help us to stop this pocket- 
book snatching by not carrying their 
pocketbooks where every sneak thief in 
town can see them. If the women folks 
would only keep their pocketbooks out of 
sight there would be no more such rob- 
beries. The police are doing everything 
in their power to catch such thieves. We 
have six men, besides the detectives, de- 
tailed every night in citizens’ clothes to 

The chief was speaking of the robbery 
of Mrs. C. L. Barnett, of No. 40 West 
North avenue, who was robbed by a ne- 
gro on Ponce de Ieon avenue Monday 
right. She was rudely treated, the 
thief jerking her down in his efforts to 
get her purse. 

“If we had more men,” the chief con- 
cluded, ‘“‘of course we could give the peo- 
ple more protection, but | know that my 
men are doing their best to stop such 
stealing. And I repeat that if the women 
would all keep their pocketbooks out of 
sight we would soon have no more pocket- 
book snatching.’’ 


WORK BEGUN ON NEW WHARF. 


Macon To Profit by Better Connection 
with Sea. 

Constitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., February 3.—(Special.)—A 
wharf for the acommodation of steam- 
ers which are soon to ply the Ocmulgee 
is now in course of construction on the 
banks of that stream between Sixth and 
Seventh streets, near Central City park. 

The wharf is being constructed ac- 
cording to plans furnished the contrac- 
tor by Captain C. E. Gillette, now sta- 
tioned at Savannah. The work was be- 
gun this morning and notwithstanding 
the fact that rain has been falling all 
day a great amount of dirt was thrown 
out. Captain Gillette came to Macon 
this morning and in a short time was 
in conference with the contractors who 
had been notified to be ready with hands 
and tools. The wharf will be the largest 
on the waterway and boats will navigate 
from Macon to the sea. The river is now 
navigable for vessels quite a distance 
above the wharf. 

The boats will drop down the Oc- 
mulgee to the Altamaha. At Back creek, 
just above Brunswick, boats will leave 
the Altamaha, thereby escaping the 
sound. From the mouth of Back creek 
the distance is less than twenty miles. 
‘lais creek will be channelled and prac- 
tically converted into a canal with suf- 
ficient depth of water to carry the ves- 
sels. 

The work begun here today was dis- 
cussed by members of the Macon Cham- 
ber of Commerce before the meeting of 
that body this afternoon and was given 
a warm indorsement. A number of lead- 
ing citizens volunteered the amount of 
money necessary to organize a steam- 
boat line, and individually will pledge 
themselves to make the enterprise a 
success.

Dr. A. S. Jenkins spoke for the Auburn 
avenue residents, saying that the people 
of his section have very poor service. He 
and the other speakers gave instances 
of persons who had purchased homes on 
Auburn avenue after the street car ser- 
vice had been given that section, and 
who had been injured by the discontinu- 
ance of the service. 

The Auburn avenue residents were 
represented by the following residents of 
that section:

Atlanta to attend the midwinter 
conference of the International Sunday 
School Workers of the third district, _ 

This association, the largest of its kind 
in the worl@& has nine territorial divis- 
icns in North America with a total en- 
roliment of 14,042,901 students, distributed 
among 153,248 Sunday schools. District 
conferences in three of these divisions 
were held last mpnth, at Indianapolis, 
Ind.; Oklahoma City, Okla., and at Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., at which much interest 
was awakened and from which muclr 
gcod to the association hag resulted. 

Delegates began to arrive in Atianta 
Monday afternoon and by noon yesterday 
the majority of the fieldworkers/were reg- 
istered at their headquarters at the Ma- 
jestic, from which after lunch they pro- 
ceeded to the First Methodist church, 
where the public sessions of the confer- 
ence will be held.

A question which seems to be pre- 
senting itself to the board of education 
and to the general council of Atlanta is 
whether or not the public school system 
of the city of Atlanta will in the future 
make progress backwards or forwards. 
“Will the departments of music, man- 
ual training and physical culture be 
dropped from the course in the public 
schools in order that money may be 
had for providing adequate accommoda- 
tions for the large number of children 
who are now not in the schools and 


additional instructors for these chil- 
dren?’ is a question which is now ag- 
itating the board of education. 

in & communication which was ad- 
dressed to the members of the board, and 
was given to as many as were present 
at the meeting yesterday by President 
Hamilton Douglas, presents this ques- 
tlon to the board and calls upon them 
to reach a decision in the matter. 

President Douglas states in his com- 
munication that when he has on many 
occasions presented the needs of the pub- 
lic schools to the council he has been 
continually asked: “How much is paid 
the music teacher; how much is paid to 
the physical director, and how much is 
paid on account of manual training?’’ 

He says that the idea seems to be 
constantly put forth by the members of 
council that there are thousands of chil- 
dren in Atlanta who should be provided 
with school accomniodations and teach- 
ers, and that the board of education 
should save money spent in musical train- 
ing, physical culture and manual train- 
ing for the purpose of providing such 
school accommodations and instruction. 

President Douglas says that the mem- 
bers of the board must demonstrate to 
the people of Atlanta and the city coun- 
cil the value of these departments, so 
that they will not be a hindrance to 
getting money for additional] schools and 
teachers, Or must do away with these 
three departments if necessary to get 
the money. 

The question did not come up before 
the board yesterday on account of the 
fact that a quorum was not present. 
President Douglas instructed Secretary 
Landrum to call another meeting of 
the board for Friday afternoon at 3 
o'clock to discuss the matter. Those pres- 
ent at the meeting yesterday were Pres- 
ident Hamilton Douglas, L. Z. Rosser, 
E. P. Burns and Dr. L. P. Stephens; 
the absent members beings Hoke Smith, 
Oscar Pappenheimer, Mayor Howell, A, 
C. Turner and James E. Warren. 

It is thought that a red hot fight will 
be precipitatel when the question comes 
up before the board, as it is known that 
& number of the members are bitterly 
opposed to dropping the departments of 
music, manual training and physical cul- 
ture, as they say it will mean a back- 
ward step of twenty years for Atlanta's 
public schools, as the very gction itself 
would deny Atlanta’s assertion that she 
is a progressive city. 

President’s Communication. 

The following is President Douglas’ 
communication in full: 

“To the Members of the Board of 
Education: Do the people of Atlanta 
wish manual training, music and physical 
culture taught in our schools? 

“It has fallen to your executive head 
to endeavor to obtain such proper appro- 
priations as would maintain our schools 
for the coming year and provide accom- 
modations for the new pupils to be ex- 
pected with the ensuing year. 

“It is estimated that the school pop- 
ulation of Atlanta is about 25,000, of which 
about one-half are now enrolled. The 
superintendent has made affidavit that 
since September last he has altogether 
turned away from our schools seven hun- 
dred children who could not be provided 
with seats. There are doubtless thou- 
sands in the city who would attend our 
schools if there were proper accommo- 
dations. 

“Your president, assisted by the super- 
intendent and assistant superintendent, 
at the invitation of the finance commit- 
tee, laid before them carefully and, at 
some length the needs of the schoo! in 
the early part of last January. . 

“The recommendation of the finance 
committee, subsequently adopted by the 
general council of Atlanta, is known to 
all of you. It not only provided noth- 
ing for new schools and new teachers, 
but lacks several thousand dollars of the 
amount actually spent last year by our 
board. 

“Before the apportionment sheet was 
adopted, your president, at the invitation 
of council, presented a lengthy and an 
extended statement which was intended 
to be well tempered and thoughtfully 
considred, urging the necessity of a fur- 
ther appropriation on account of new 
schools and additional teachers for the 
year beginning next September. 

“The facts seem to be that our schools 
will receive additional appropriation for , 
new school houses if the new bonds pass; 
that the passage of the new bonds is 


lanta is this year receiving a larger in- 
come per capita than it has ever gotten 
before; that the income for this year is 
as large per capita as we may hope it 
to be for any year in the near future, 
insomuch as public ufilities are being 
taxed this year for the first time.

COCA-COLA CASE 
GOES TO TRIAL 


Second Suit Against Government Is on 
in United States Court. 


MEDICAL EXPERTS TESTIFY 


Give Evidence as to Whether Coca- 
Cola Is Medicinal Compound. 
Main Point Involved Is 
Whether Result of First 
Suit Controls This. 


— 


The case of the Coca-Cola company 
against H. A. Rucker, collector of inter- 
nal revenue, which is the second suit 
of the company to recover taxes amount- 
ing to more than $29,000 collected on the 
preparation under the war revenue act 
of 1898, went to trial yesterday morning 
before Judge W. T.gNewman in the 
United States court. 

The main issue involved in the present 
trial is the qhestion of res adjudicata 
as to whether the result of the first of 
the Coca-Coja suits, which was In favor 
of the Coca-Cola company, is binding on 
the second suit. The whole of yester- 
day's proceedings was in the nature of # 
fight on this point. The company claims 
that the Issues involved in the two sutts 
are exactly similar and that the result 
6° the first suit should control the pres- 
ent case, while the government contends 
that the fwo suits are different. The 
question or Tfés adjudicata was raised 
when the sult was first called for trial 
some time Wso oh a motion of the com- 
pany to direct a verdict in its favor, but 
Judge NtTWimhuan has not announced his 
decision on the motion. 


The Alleged Difference. 

The government bases its claim that 
the two sults are different on the alle- 
gation that since tf first suit was tried 
it has ascertained that crude caffeine is 
used in Coca-Cola, while the trial de- 
vcloped that the only caffeine in the 
prCparatioff came from cola nuts and coca 
leaves. The company denies this, how- 
éver, and asserts that the ingredients of 
the drink are the same now as they 
were then. The govérnment alleges that 
Coca-Cola is a medicinal compound and 
it was off this ground that the revenue 
tax was levied. The company, on the 
other hand, Ttntains that the drink is 
nothing mdre than an innocent soda fount 
beverage. 

The piaintiff yesterday introduced F. M. 
Dobbs, secretary and treasurer of th® 
Coca-Cola compdWy, who testified that 
the prepafation is composed of the same 
ingredients at the present time as it was 
at thé timé of the former trial. Mr. 
Dobbs also testified to the correctness of 
the amount sued for and said the tax 
was paid under protest. Attorney Reu- 
ben Arffold, Jr.. of counsel for the com- 
pany, then introduced the record of the 
first trial, incluaing the affirmation of 
the result by the circuit court of appeals, 
after which Ke closed for the plaintiff. 

Motion To Direct Verdict. 


District: Attorney E. A. Angier, at this 
juncture, made a motion to the court to 
direct a Verdict in favor of the govern- 
ment, which motion was overruled by 
Judge Newman. 

The godveTiiment then introduced four 
medical exp@rt witnesses in an effort to 
substantiate ifs theory that Coca-Cola is 
a medical preparation. These witnesses 
were Dr. William Perrin Nicolson, Dr. 
M. A. Purse, Dr. R. R. Kime and Dr. 
W. J. Blalock The effect of their testi- 
mony was that Coca-Cola is a medicinal 
preparation and that the use of crude 
Caffeine. if such iS used, renders tt more 
distinctly so thah if tiie caffeine it con- 
tains is obtained from the cola nuts and 
coca leaves. Several small vials of crude 
caffeine were Introduced by the govern- 
ment. ° 

The government announced closed at 
this point and Attorney Arnold moved to 
ruie out all of the medical testimony on 
the ground that the question of caffeine 
had beén thoroughly sifted on the first 
trial and had beef decided by the réSult 
of that tmarm Thfs motion was pending 
at the hour of adjournment. The trial 
will be resumed this morning.

LOCKED ON COMMERCE BILL. 


o 
No Agreement Reached by House 
and Senate Conferees. 

Washington, February 3.—The senate 
and house conferees on the bill creating 
the department of commerce held their 
firet conference today, but adjourned 
without reacging an agreement. The 
house provisign conferring on the presi- 
dent authori‘p to place the interstate 
commerce cammission under the con- 
trol of the proposed department, was 
the principal difference, the house repre- 
sentatives standing out stiffly for the 
house provision, and the senate’s repre- 
sentatives contending as firmly for its 
elimination from the bill. 

All the senate conferees, Messrs. Han- 
na, Nelson and Clay, stood together on 
this point. Senator Clay went sro far 
as to say he would not agree to a re- 
port acepting the house provision. The 
house conferees indicated a _ willingness 
to accept the amendment suggested by 
Senator Nelson, and {ndorsed by tne 
senate’s committee on commerce for the 
control of. trusts.

‘The books for subscription to stock 
under the profit-sharing plan closed on 
Saturday evening, January 31, and the 
stock was subscribed for as follows: 

“Twenty-seven thousand six hundred 
and thirty-three men subscribed for 51,125 
shares. 

“Class ‘E,’ Composed of men who re- 
ceive salaries of $800 to $2,500 a year, sub- 
scribed for -29,013 shares; 14,200 men sub- 
scribed. 

“Class ‘F,’ which is composed of men 
who receive $80 or less in wages, sub- 
scribed for 15,088 shares; 12,170 men sub- 
scribing. 

“The board of directors voted to allot 
to class F all the stock they subscribed 
for, and to class E 90 per cent; class D, 
80 per cent; class C, 70 per cent; class G, 
60 per cent, and class A, 50 per «ent of the 
stock for which these respective classes 
subscribed.

ELECTRIC WIRES. 
CAUSE TROUBLE 


Homes in Darkness — Part 
of Fire Alarm System 
Useless, 


A dangerous condition of affairs in the 
electric light wires in a number of resi- 
dences and in the fire alarm wires seems 
to exist as a result of the protracted wet 
weather. 

A fire call out Peachtree street at the 
home of Judge Pardee last night develop- 
el the fact that the wires in the heuseé 
had sagged on account of the dampness, 
become. short circuited, leaving the house 
in darkness, and sputtering fire in a 
dangerous way. 

Chief Joyner invc stigated matters and 
discovered the cause of the trouble. It 
was found that the same condition existed 
in the homes of George Howard, W. T. 
Ashford, Grant Wilkins, Willis Ragan 
and W. D. Ellis. Chief Joyner reportei 
the matter to the electric light company 
and workmen were sent out immediately 
to remedy the trouble. 

Fire Alarm Wires Effected. 

Another serious situation faces the fire 
department on account of the effect of the 
wet weather upon electric light wires. 
Last night all the fire alarm wires on 
Brotherton street from Whitehall out to 
West End, and on a part of Peters street, 
were short circuited and consequently 
useless. 

The fire alarm wires carry a heavy 
current, and it is supposed that this, to- 
gether with the softening of the insula- 
tion caused by the wet weather, is at the 
bottom of the trouble. 

Steps were taken immediately to remedy 
the trouble, as it Is by no means a safe 


situation to have a part of the fire alarm 
circuit useless, 


The cause of all the trouble fs attribut- 
ed to the continued wet weather.
